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The Big Nickel Gets Bumped

In an advance opening press 
conference on Thursday, November 
25, Famous Players opened the doors 
(those that were installed) to the me- 
dia to show off what will surely revo- 
lutionize the movie going experience 
here in Sudbury. For years we have 
been stuck watching small screens 
with inadequate sound making mov- 
ies like The Phantom Menace no bet- 
ter than Ernset Gets Killed. Now we 
have the choice of twelve new screens, 
ear blistering surround sound and 
more theatre food than you can imag- 
me. 

Like a big, purple castle loom- 
ing on the hill above Costco and the 
rest of the so-called 'Millennium 
Centre' Famous Players' Silver City 
is now open and ready to dominate 
the movie going public. Every time 
you have driven down the Kingsway 
for the last four months you could see 
the theatre slowly coming to life, and 
as of the press conference they were 
still putting in the finishing touches. 
Although the price of a single 
admission has been jacked up to $9 
per person, a Famous Players repre- 
sentative assured the media that "it's 
a matter of whether people feel they 
are getting the value when they come 
to the theatres. Obviously people re- 
alize a facility like this doesn't come 
for free... and once people come here 
and see the picture on these big screens 
with the sound systems we have it 
really is adifferent experience. There- 
fore it costs more." But is $9 really an 
understandable rate for a movie to- 
day? Well, after seeing a few pre- 
views in the new theatre, I will admit 
that there is nothing like it in town, 
but 1 won't comment on the price. 

The cost of the new facility 
reached $17 million dollars and em- 
ploys approximately 1 80 full and part- 
time staff. Along with the usual 
popcorn and pop, the Silver City in- 
cludes a Pizza Hut Express, New 
York Fries, Wetzel 's Pretzels, a bulk 
candy section, and the Famous Cafe 
(featuring Starbucks coffee). Al- 
though the rumors ran wild for the 
last few months, there is no Taco 
Bell. I did discuss this with a few 
people from Famous Players, and 
they told me that Taco Bell was a 
consideration, but they didn't think it

would go over well in Sudbury. Big 
mistake! The complex also features a 
Tech-Town Gaming Centre, two 
party rooms for children's birthdays 
and automated ticket machines to 
reduce line-ups. Basically you could 
spend all day (and one weeks pay) 
without leaving the theatre's 65,000 
square foot complex. 

Three digital systems exist in 
the movie market and provides each 
film maker with a variety of options 
for producing the sound that patrons 
hear at the theatre. There is DTS, 
Dolby SR-D and Sony SDDS, all of 
which are compatible with the new 
Silver City. No more will movies 
sound like they are being played on a 
phonograph. "We've worked with 
the acoustics to ensure that the sound 
environment meets the highest stand- 
ards," stated John Bailey, Famous 
Players President. "Maintaining the 
best in sound systems is a huge task, 
but our Big Screen, Big Sound phi- 
losophy demands nothing less." Just 
one look at each individual theatres 
sound system would put any stereo in 
residence to shame. Each stereo sys- 




tem stands over six-feet high with 
more lights and components than the 
festival of lights. 

After touring the facility and 
sampling some great food I was able 
to sit and talk with Famous Players' 
Pftsident John Bailey. Surprisingly, 
out of all the media that was there, 
they seemed more content with their 
free pretzels than getting an inter- 
view. 

Interview With Famous 
Players Pres. John Bailey 

Q- Will Cinefest continue with Fa- 
mous Players' City Centre location 
or will it move to the Silver City? 
Bailey - We will look at that as things 
progress, but for the coming year 
Cinefest will continue downtown. 

Q- Do you think this theatre will 
dominate the market or is this theatre 
just to go along with what we have 
already? 

Bailey - Regardless of whether its us 
or someone else, when a new loca- 
tion of this type opens, it really does 
put pressure on the old style theatres. 
We just happen to have a pretty ag- 
gressive expansion plan under way 
right now. We are closing our old 
triple (Super Mall) here and the one 
downtown will operate as long as we 
can make a return down there. New 
theatres do have impacts on old thea- 
tres. 

Q- For people that live in the South 
End and at Laurentian this theatre is 
a little out of the way. Will new 
product be going to the City Centre, 
or will it become a second run thea- 



tre? 

Bailey - It may go a little bit toward 
the specialty movies and not as much 
the James Bond movies, but we are 
going to play it by ear and see what it 
is the people really come for. 

Q- Are there still only certain compa- 
nies you can get the product from or 
will you be able to get all the big 
movies as they open? 
Bailey - With the size of these loca- 
tions they are playing more and more 
of the new product, but it always 
depends on the situation. 

Q- Will you be able to hear the boom- 
ing sound from the other theatres if 
you are in a quiet movie? 
Bailey - That shouldn't happen. We 
have spent a lot of money for the wall 
separations and it should keep the 



sound in the theatres. There probably 
are times when a movie like Arma- 
geddon will reverberate into another 
theatre, but you will find here that 
will be very limited. 

Q- With your weekend midnight 
movies, will it just be the normal 
movies or will you be looking into 
specialty showings like The Wall, 
Rocky Horror or other cult classics. 
Bailey - On a busy time like this with 
all the holiday pictures out we will 
stick to whatever is playing. As soon 
as we get into a less crowded film 
time... that's when you will see that 
kind of programming. We have a 
guest service counter and people can 
make suggestions of what they would 
like to see. We could put together 
programming that would fulfill the 
needs of the community. Its hard to 
find some of the old film prints and 
with the size of these screens an old 
print really looks bad. 

Q- Are you going to bring Star Wars 
Episode 1 back here? A lot of people 
would like to see it in a location like 
this and Jar Jar may even be tolerable. 
Bailey - Fox has taken it out of re- 
lease making it very hard to get right 
now. I'll ask about it, but I agree. The 
first time I saw it was in a competitors 
theatre, then I saw it in our theatres 
and it really was a totally different 
experience. I thought Jar Jar was all 
right though. 

So, if you haven't been to a 
Silver City yet, it's up to you to check 
it out. They boast the best in movie 
going technology and from the look 
of it they have done a great job. Will 
it dominate the market or will it make 
other companies build new theatres 
tocompete? Only time will tell, but in 
the mean time everyone and their 
mother will be in line to see the latest 
Hollywood has to offer in Sudbury's 
newest theatre. It's agood thing some 
of us already know how to use the fast 
lane service and don't have to wait 
forever.

The tables 
were covered with pamphlets and 
advertisements.

One of them stated, "If you're male. 



have more than one sexual partner 
and don't use condoms, we suggest 
you attach this to your pants: 'WARN- 
ING: Sex with individuals like my- 
self will be the leading cause of pre- 
mature death due to AIDS for over 
four million women by the year 
2000.'"

Laurentian I.N.C. to Launch 
Management Development Centre

Laurentian I. N. C. (Innova- 
tion Network Corporation) launched 
its Management Development Cen- 
tre on Friday, November 26, with a 
luncheon meeting forengineering and 
mining management representatives 
at the Idlywylde Golf and Country 
Club. 

The event was intended to 
collect feedback from local busi- 
nesses on the potential development 
of the program. Currently, 
Laurentian ' s MBA program is a com- 
mon source for management train- 
ing. But the program is an extended- 
part-time venture that may not meet 
the needs of those who wish to learn 
skills more quickly. The Manage- 
ment Development Centre also aims 
to meet other needs of local busi- 
nesses. 

Dr. Maurice Grzeda, Director 
of I.N.C. spoke highly of the meet- 



ing, claiming that it showed good 
potential for the development of the 
program. Dr. Grzeda explained that 
the program will give greater au- 
tonomy to the region, reducing reli- 
ance on Southern Ontarian and 
American management centers. 

Dr. Grzeda also depicted the 
Laurentian campus as an ideal loca- 
tion for a Management Centre; its 
unique environment can be benefi- 
cial for training management. He sug- 
gested that Laurentian's accessibil- 
ity to the outdoors will attract manag- 
ers around the area and beyond and 
will provide an opportunity to both 
apply and acquire special manage- 
ment skills. 

Co-organizer of the Centre, 
Dr. Bemadette Schell, Professor at 
the School of Commerce and Admin- 
istration, was also optimistic with the 
response from businesses on Friday. 
She referred to the present manage- 
ment program offered at Laurentian 



as a "cookie cutter". She explained 
that the current program insists that 
businesses comply with the needs of 
the program; the program should meet 
the needs of the businesses. 

A common concern addressed 
by the local corporations was the 
need for an Executive MBA pro- 
gram; small businesses expressed a 
need for shorter courses. Both groups 
recommended the development of 
custom-designed courses, like con- 
flict management, to meet the special 
needs of the business. 

The Management Develop- 
ment Centre is a work in progress. 
Friday's luncheon proved that there 
is a market for it in the North. Organ- 
izers now have to plan courses and 
establish a location for the Centre. 
"In business," Dr. Schell explained, 
"you have to act quickly to meet the 
needs of the market."

Laurentian 
University will highlight the ongoing 
innovation initiatives being pursued 
at the instimtion in its quest to be- 
come the most innovative university 
in Ontario by 2003 and the first 
postsecondary institution in the world 
to fully integrate the campus through 
wireless technology. Also to be pro- 
moted will be the work of Laurentian's 
Institute of Innovation, Learning, and 



Technology, which seeks to facilitate 
access to learning through innovative 
pedagogical approaches using new 
technologies in telecommunications. 

The participants in this na- 
tional conference, to be held in Otta- 
wa's Westin Hotel, can become fa- 
miliar with Laurentian's innovative 
projects by visiting the University's 
hospitality suite. The Rideau Suite 
Parlour, room 22 1 8, 22nd floor of the 
Westin Hotel. 

At first in Canada, the Innova- 
tion Canada Conference will show- 
case some of Canada' s most current 
research and examine its impact on 



our society. It will provide a unique 
forum to address key issues such as: 
how research funds, both public and 
private, are used; what is the return 
for Canadians from the investment of 
such considerable resources; and how 
sectors are working together to en- 
sure success in the global knowledge- 
based economy. Taking part in this 
event will be 500 representatives from 
universities, colleges, and other re- 
search institutions from across 
Canada, as well as leaders of the 
public, private and voluntary sectors, 
as well as the media. 



about HIV/AIDS. They defined the 
disease and its symptoms; they gave 
recommendations to prevent contrac- 
tion, this included discussions of safer 
sex activities. They also distinguished 
between the means by which a per- 
son can and cannot get AIDS. 

There were also pamphlets 
available on specific topics related to 
AIDS. One pamphlet on body tattoo- 
ing stressed the importance of choos- 
ing an artist, inspecting a shop, and 
caring for the tattoo, in reducing the 
risks for contacting AIDS. Another 
pamphlet discussed interaction with 
people in the workplace who have 
AIDS. It rationalized the unlikeli- 
hood of contacting the disease through 
ordinary workplace activities. 

Despite the video, adverts, and 
piimphlets, the biggest attraction to 
the exhibit was the free condoms. 
Lyne Rivet of Health Services at Lau- 
rentian explained that students come 
for the condoms and many end up 
taking some of the pamphlets while 
they are there. 

Most of the questions asked 
by visitors concerned the use and 
types of condoms; in particular there 



is interest in the female condoms. 
Representatives gave several presen- 
tations on the proper application of 
condoms for spectators and recom- 
mended different types of condoms 
for those who were uncertain which 
to use. 

A representative of ACCESS, 
The AIDS Committee of Sudbury, 
Marco Theriault, stated that the aim 
of AIDS Awareness Week is to de- 
liver a personal approach to the dis- 
ease. Theriault admits that aware- 
ness of AIDS in general has improved, 
but there is still an impression among 
students that AIDS cannot effect 
them, personally. 

Marco Theriault asserted that 
AIDS Awareness Week is a success- 
ful event. He pointed to the number 
of condoms distributed as an indica- 
tion of success. Earlier Awareness 
Weeks distributed only 6 000 con- 
doms; today they give away 1 00 000. 
Theriault also claimed that the ex- 
hibit has attracted many students. 
Theriault jokingly added that the cam- 
paign was success because it contin- 
ues to get support from the govern- 
ment.

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In a fatal moment 10 years 
ago, the lives of Canadians were 
changed forever. At that moment in 
Montreal on December 6, 1989, the 
murder of 1 4 young women studying 
at I'Ecole Polytechnique left us 
shocked and searching for answers. 
We questioned how it could happen 
here, and why it happened at all. 

At first, some said it was a 
random act of violence... the actions 
of one madman. But as the story 
unfolded we discovered that he had 
singled out women to kill . We learned 
that it was an extreme act of violence 
against women, and the motive for 
this attack was not unique. It was 
rooted in the same belief system that 
allows our society to blindly acept 
the fact that 5 1 % of women in Canada 
have experienced an act of violence 
in their adult life. It is the same belief 
system that stands by as more than 80 
women in Canada are killed by their 
male partners every year. It is the 
same belief system that looks the 
other way as countless children wit- 
ness their father's violence against 
their mother and eventually grow to 
believe verbal and physical abuse is 
"normal". 

We honour the leadership of 
women in shelters and rape crisis 
cenu^es who began working to change 
this belief system more than 25 years 
ago. The Montreal massacre fueled 
dialogue about violence against 
women. As public awareness grows, 
it reduces the tolerance for violence 
and lets women who are being abused 
know they are not alone. It encour- 
ages women and men to speak out 
against violence. December 6th has 
become Canada's National Day of 
Rememberance and Action on Vio- 
lence Against Women. As a society. 



it is extremely important that we are 
choosing to remember instead of try- 
ing to forget. We remember so that it 
may never happen again. 

Since that fateful moment in 
Montreal, more than 5 million mo- 
ments have passed. We ask you to 
remember that every moment can be 
used to make a difference. For the last 
six years, the Canadain Women's 
foundation and The Body Shop 
Canada have been working together 
to help STOP Violence Against 
Women. Thanks to the incredible sup- 
port of people across Canada, we are 
helping to imporve the lives of women 
who survive violence, and adding our 
voices to the critical work to prevent 
violence against women. 

This December 6th, we ask 
that all of you get involved. Take a 
moment to remember the 1 4 young 
women in Montreal and their fami- 
lies. Take a moment to honour all the 
women who have been killed, whose 
stories may not have been heard. Take 
a moment to teach our children that no 
one has the right to control another 
person through violence or intimida- 
tion. Take a moment to make a per- 
sonal pledge: refuse to commit vio- 
lence... refuse to tolerate it or condone 
it. Take a moment to imagine what is 
possible if we all work together. 

Remember that a single mo- 
ment can change your life forever. 
Change it for the better. Learn from 
the past. Look to the future. Live 
every moment. In the name of love - 
STOP Violence Against Women.

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Federal Government Announces $1 
Million Research Prize 
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The Government of Canada 

Secretary of State (Science, 
Research and Development) Dr. Gil- 
bert Normand has announced a $1 
million science and engineering re- 
search prize in honour of the late 
Gerhard Herzberg, winner of Cana- 
da's first Nobel Prize for research in 
Chemistry. The annual award is a 
millennium project of NSERC (the 
Natural Sciences and Engineering Re- 
search Council of Canada). 

In announcing the prize. Dr. 
Normand said, "This dramatic new 
award, which guarantees the recipi- 
ent $1 million research funding, will 
celebrate great Canadian achieve- 
ments in research and move the best 
Canadian researchers to a new level 
of research support. It will inspire all 
Canadians, and especially young citi- 
zens, with the excitement of science 
and engineering in Canada." 

"Nobel laureate Gerhard 
Hertzberg's lifetime of achievement 
in molecular spectroscopy moved 
Canada to the international forefront 
of the field. Thanks to his inspiring 
and innovative leadership, many 
young scientists also had the oppor- 
tunity to become internationally rec- 
ognized researchers." 

Among the participants who 
attended the announcement were Dr. 
Agnes Herzberg, daughter of Gerhard 
Herzberg, Canadian Space Agency

astronaut Julie Payette, and NSERC 
President Tom Bruzustowski. 

"The Gerhard Herzberg 
Canada Gold Medal for Science and 
Engineering is the country's premier 
research award," said Dr. 
Bruzustowski, "Our intent is not just 
to celebrate Canadian heroes, of 
whom Dr. Herzberg was one of great- 
est, we want to provide them with a 
new level of research support that 
Canadian researchers have never en- 
joyed before." 

"That NSERC has chosen to 
name the Gold Medal for Science 
and Engineering after my father is a 
high honour, and by encouraging 
Canada's best scientists to follow in 
his footsteps, he will not be forgot- 
ten," said Dr. Agnes Herberg. 

"NSERC could not have come 
up with a better choice for recogniz- 
ing our staff researchers in Canada, 
than to name its most prestigious 
scientific prize after an astonishing 
man whose first love was, precisely, 
to study the stars! " said Julie Payette, 
who has just been re-appointed as a 
member of NSERC's Council. 

The inaugural competition for 
the Herzberg Medal will be held in 



2(X)0. The winner will be selected 
from three finalists. The others will 
receive a one-time award of $50 000 
of research support. 

The new prize guarantees that 
the winner will have a million dollars 
for his or her own research ortodirect 
the use of in some related way (e.g. 
scholarships or the establishment of a 
university chair) over five years. 

If the winner already has an 
NSERC Research Grant, his or her 
grant for each of the five years will be 
brought up to $200 000. If the grant is 
greaterthan$150000,itwillbe topped 
up by $50 000. A winner who is not 
an NSERC grant recipient may direct 
the full $200 000 to scholarships or 
the establishment of a chair. 

Nomination kits for the 
Gerhard Herzberg Canada Gold 
Medal for Science and Engineering 
will be available form NSERC in 
early January and will also be avail- 
able on the Web at www.nserc.ca/ 
about/wardeng.htm. 

NSERC is the primary federal 
agency investigating in people, dis- 
covery, and innovation. The Council 
supports both basic university re- 
search through research grants and 
project research through partnerships 
of universities with industry. NSERC 
also supports the advanced training 
of highly qualified people in both 
areas.

Physician Shortage 



On Thursday, November 25, 
The Council of Ontario Faculties of 
Medicine (COFM), an affiliate of the 
Council of Ontario Universities, dis- 
closed a provincial plan to deal with 
the increasing shortage of doctors in 
rural and Northern regions. The plan 
places an educational focus on the 
solution, stressing the role of medical 
schools. 

Dr. Peter Walker, Chair of 
COFM, stated, "Ontario medical 
schools are working collaboratively 
to identify ways in which they can 
educate medical students and resi- 
dents for rural practice. Implementa- 
tion of educational strategies will be 
key to influencing recruitment and 
retention of rural physicians." 

Dr, Sarita Verma, Queen's 
University's Associate Dean of Post 
Graduate Medical Education, also 
stated, "In Ontario in 1 999, 54 south- 
em communities and 33 northern 



communities are designated as un- 
der-serviced by the Ministry of 
Health. Many small towns are crying 
out for physicians. Universal access 
to health care is a valued principle in 
Ontario; however, as the 
maldistribution of physicians be- 
comes more marked in Ontario, medi- 
cal leaders, local physicians and civic 
officials are becoming genuinely con- 
cerned." 

The shortage of physicians has 
been addressed in the past. In June 
1997, the Ontario Ministry of Health 
released a document entitled Access 
to Quality Care in Rural and North- 
ern Health Care Framework. It ad- 
vocated "improved strategies for 
training, recruiting, retaining and sup- 
jwrting rural health providers includ- 
ing physicians, specialists and spe- 
cially trained nurses". It also recom- 
mended "facilitating the education 
and training of an adequate number 
of rural physicians". 



Last December, the Profes- 
sional Association of Interns and 
Residents of Ontario (PAIRO) and 
the Society for Rural Physicians of 
Canada (SRPC) issued a "blueprint" 
for their recommendations. They dis- 
cussed "initial recruitment to medi- 
cal school, residency programs that 
effectively train physicians for rural 
and remote practice, and measures to 
ensure that established physicians are 
provided with the support and re- 
sources required to break the per- 
petual cycle of bum-out and crisis 
which has plagued Northem and ru- 
ral areas for decades". 

The COFM conference is an- 
other attempt to address a pressing 
crisis. Hosted by Queen's Univer- 
sity, the conference aimed to provide 
a forum through which regional and 
national experts could discuss and 
make recommendations on mral, 
medical education and health serv- 
ices in mral and small communities.

student Movement Receives Support from Members of 
Provincial Parliament 

After meetings last week with representatives of the Students' 
General Association and the Canadian Federation of Students, M. P. P. 
for Sudbury, Rick Bartolucci and M. P. P. for Nickel Belt, Shelly 
Martel, have both enthusiastically agreed to endorse the ACCESS 2000 
campaign. 

ACCESS 2000 is the campaign by the SGA, and over 60 other 
student unions that represent the Canadian Federation of Students to 
among other things, fight for a return to adequate federal funding levels 
for education as well as tuition rollback. ACCESS 2000 will oilminate 
in a nation-wide day of student protest and action on Febraary 2nd, 
2000. 

Todd Bosak, Vice President Student Issues for the SGA, states 
that unanimous support by both local MPs is an encouraging sign that 
at least some in government are listening. Bosak also states that in the 
past couple of days it h^ become obvious that there are still many in 
government that ^ not accept that education should be a right The 
SGA will work with both opposition parties to block any attempt to 
detrimentally affect any level of our education system whether it is at 
the primary, secondary or post secondary level. 

The SGA will continue to build support for what will undoubt- 
edly be oae of the most important student protests of this era. As well, 
the SGA will attempt over the next while to build together a coalition 
of stakeholders from all levels of education to ensure that from pre- 
school to university, education becomes a priority for both levels of 
government. 



Engineering Association Sets January 1, 2000 Launch 
for Student Membership 

Professional Engineers Ontario (PEO) will launch a category of 
membership for students in January 2000. Registration for the new 
students membership, and delivery of benefits will be largely website- 
based, to provide engineering students throughout the province with the 
opportunity to become PK) student members at no cost. 

"With increases in tuition and the costs of books and supplies, 
it is hard to justify adding any extra burden to already strapped 
students," says PEO President Patrick Quinn, P. Eng., "Student mem- 
bers are important to our profession's ftiture, association; we'll find a 
way to fund it inclnding them." 

PEO's governing Council approved the formaticMi of the new 
membership category after a group of student leaders from the Engi- 
neering Student Societies' Coimcil of Ontario (ESSCO) presented a 
proposal for bu ilding better relations between engineering students and 
the association. 

Working with the students, PEO Councillors Ken McMartin, P. 
Eng., Dr. Peter Frise, P. Eng., and Steven Caikner, P. Eng., developed 
a plan to implement the approved membership category in September 
of 1999. 

'Ttiis is phase one of a long-term vision to build a better and 
more dynamic relationship with engineering students," says Tom 
Oiessell, PEO's manager of volunteer programs. "Our goal is to 
demystiiy the licencing process for aspiring engineers and to tap into 
the brain tmst of the future, to help us navigate oor profession into the 
new millennium." 

Students in engineering programs throughout Ontario are en- 
couraged to log on and explore the PEO student membership website 
located at www.engineeringstudents.peo.on.ca, where they will be able 
to register to receive fteir smdent membership card and an array of 
publications. 

Professional Engineers Ontario licences Ontario's 63,000 pio- 
fessional engineers in all fields of engineering, and sets the standards for 
and regulates the practice of professional engineering in the province. 
It is mandated under the Professional Engineers Act to protect the 
public interest where engineering is concerned.

In my last two columns I wrote about finding information on the 
Net about self-assessment and jobs. This week I want to talk about the 
other sort of "networking", that which involves contacting other people, 
getting information from them, and giving information to them, your 
fingers can do only so much of the talking; people are your best resource. 
Networking is a way of gathering information, making contacts 
and, we hope, getting jobs. Ask anybody how they found their job, full- 
time or part-time, and I am sure that most replies will be that they knew 
somebody, who knew somebody, etc. The good networker will be able 
to get feedback on him or herself, find out about different jobs, make 
contacts with key people, and finally be in the right place when the job 
opens. So you can start now to develop your networking skills, even if 
you're in first year and not thinking of a permanent job. 

To network, you start where you are, with family and friends and 
acquaintances. You ask for dieir feedback and information about 
whatever concerns you at this particular point in time. "I'm thinking of 
going into teaching, accounting, etc. "What do you think? Do you know 
anybody who does that sort of work? Will you introduce me?" School 
teachers, professors, other students are all good sources of information 
with their own network of contacts on which you might draw. There is 
no limit to your potential network, and the nice thing about networking 
is that it uses the simplest of methods, communication or talking to other 
f)eople. Though this is easier for some than for others, talking to people 
is a skill that most of us possess already. 

Your own networking may be very organized - making lists, 
taking notes, building a "network file" - or you may prefer to do it 
informally. The more urgent and important your goal, the more organ- 
ized and deliberate you will want to be. 
Some otlier excellent forms of networking are the following: 

• Volunteering. It offers experience, information, and contacts. 

• Information interviewing. Locating and talking to people who 
are doing the sort of work that interests you; what do they do? how 
did they qualify and get there? 

• Attending conferences or workshops where you would meet people 
doing the work that interests you. 

• Joining associations or clubs in the area of interest. For example, 
at Laurentian there is a very active student medical club. 

So get networking and build up the knowledge and contacts that will help 
you when it comes to getting that job.

The Nineties at Home

As the nineties draw to aclose, 
it is pretty obvious that times have 
changed over the last decade. In ten 
short years, many new advances have 
changed the way we, as Sudburians, 
live our lives. One factor that 1 be- 
lieve has pushed our city apart is the 
increase of conglomerate businesses. 
These large businesses have, in es- 
sence, crushed a lot of the small busi- 
nesses in and arotmd Sudbury. This 
is crystal clear when you take a stroll 
downtown, where small businesses 
once thrived. Although national 
chains were around long before the 
nineties,! think that the last ten years 
have brought this phenomenon to 
Sudbury, where we have all probably 
been affected in one way or another. 

Obviously the opening of Sud- 
bury's new "Millennium Centre" or 
"Power Mall" has spurred the most 
hype about the whole large business 
takeover. Costco, the national chain 
that actually charges an annual mem- 
bership fee in order for its customers 
to shop, will indefinitely affect the 
local economy, most likely in a nega- 
tive way. Perhaps jobs are being 
created and the superstore will bring 
in out of town consumer dollars, but 
at what cost? Small businesses will 
probably have to tighten budgets in 
order to stay afloat, which often means 
cutting full time staff- the employees 
who earn more than minimum wage 
and perhaps hold some kind of health 
benefits. As Costco provides low 
paying, part time employment, it 
forces suffering small businesses to 
let staff go, or close their doors en- 
tirely. Another factor that has altered 
the small business world in the past 



ten years is the change in the struc- 
ture of the Sudbury population. Ac- 
cording to Amel Michel, a Sudbury 
man who is interested in the box store 
affect on small business in Sudbury, 
Sudbury is no longer a growing com- 
munity. Apparently, over the last 
four years there has been a decrease 
of roughly eight thousand people in 
our area. There are a number of 
reasons why the population of Sud- 
bury is changing, but this, alo"g with 
the growth of chain stores in Sudbury 
over the past decade, has undoubt- 
edly made the owners of small busi- 
nesses weary, if not bankrupt. 

Similarly, Chapters has just 
opened in the new "Millennium Cen- 
tre", and like it's counterpart Costco, 
it will ultimately affect the local book- 
stores itt and around Sudbury. Per- 
sonally, as extraordinary as Chapters 
appeas, it is also a little overwhelm- 
ing, and lacks the ambiance and 
coziness that local bookstores in the 
area provide. The bright lights and 
long grocery-store-like aisles really 
add to the sterility of the store's at- 
mosphere. Also, the high price of the 
product they sell does nothing to per- 
suade me to frequent the store. I 
preferthe little dark bookstores down- 
town, that are crammed full of good 
books with reasonable prices, where 
the owner/manager/store clerk knows 
a thing or two about the product that 
he or she is selling. But it is like this 
in every area. The nineties have 
brought with them a corral-type shop- 
ping experience that is present in no 
other decade to such a great extent. 

Yet another example of the 
weeding out of the small business in 
the final decade of our millennium 
falls into the restaurant category. Of 



course, McDonalds has been a part of 
our lives basically since birth, and 
yes, it is a chain that proudly boasts 
"over 99 billion served". However, 
the Sudbury area has been bombarded 
with these chains in our most recent 
decade. A good example of this is the 
emergence of the extremely popular 
restaurant East Side Mario's, which 
now has two locations in Sudbury. 
The newest location, in thecity'ssouth 
end, is advertising the arrival of its 
one-millionth customer, which shows 
the incredible takeover power that 
these chains possess. The nineties are 
certainly not a time for small, inde- 
pendently owned restaurants. 

Wal-Mart was probably the 
first big box-store that set up shop in 
the Sudbury area during the nineties. 
This superstore is a lot like Costco in 
that it guzzled consumer dollars when 
it first opened by promoting low prices 
and high variety. Although, I do won- 
der about the quality of the product 
and service of Sudbury's Wal-Mart. 
Does it even compare to that of the 
smaller stores that offer similar prod- 
ucts in the S udbury area? In any case, 
there are rumours floating around that 
yet another Wal-Mart is set to open in 
the Lockerby area in the next few 
years. 

Perhaps I am being overly sen- 
timental when I say that the nineties 
have offered a lower standard of care 
for the consumer dollar, as a result of 
the increase in large, chain-store busi- 
nesses in Sudbury.

This past weekend 1 got a chance 
to see the much hyped movie, The 
Messenger at the new Silver City 
complex. Finally, I've gone to see a 
movie this year that I've walked away 
from with more positive things to say 
than negative. In spite of the fact that 
it's too long to be sitting through all at 
once, it was a remarkable and 
groundbreaking film. 

Milla Jovivich (He's Got Game, 
5th Element) did a fantastic job play- 
ing the title character, Joan of Arc, 
capturing all sides of the character. 
Because any of us would under Joan 's 
circumstances, Milla had Joan chang- 
ing and growing throughout the 
movie, an acting trait that usually 
does not happen or tends to happen 
too suddenly. We are first introduced 
to Milla playing Joan as a timid and 
scared young giri who feels out of 
place at the court of Charles VII 
(played by none other than John 
Malkovich). After winning him over 
and gaining her military power, we 
see her turn into a strong, but other- 
wise moody leader. By the time of 
her execution, Joan is remorseful and 
scared, but yet still manages to keep 
an underlying devotion to God, whom 
she had fought so valiantly for during 
the course of the film. The change is 
so drastic, yet is perfectly reasonable 
and masterfully accomplished. Milla 
Jovivich should get the nod for the 
Oscar nomination for this role. She 
was truly moving. 




But, even more impressive 
than Milla Jovivich was the one ac- 
tor who stole the show: Dustin 
Hoffman, who shows up in the last 
half hour or so, playing Joan's con- 
science. Dark and brooding, Dustin 
Hoffman portrays Joan ' s conscience 
as a cruel yet understanding entity, 
that must use rage and fear to get 
through to the fanatically devoted 
Joan. He must convince her that it 
may not have been visions of God 
that drove her to fight the English 
and that she has done horrible things 
in her lifetime that her mind has 
attempted to block out. Joan has 
been so obsessed over "having her- 
self confessed" her entire life that 
she has never attempted to forgive 
herself for the atrocities she has com- 
mitted in her life. Dustin Hoffman's 
character is there to see to it that she 
does. This character provides an 
unexpected edge or twist to the film, 
which transforms it from a good 
movie to a great one. 

Aside'from the great acting from 
these two, as well as John Malkovich 



and Fay Dunaway, this film is visu- 
ally stunning and artistically put to- 
gether. Director Luc Bessond6es not 
try to take the viewers on an historical 
journey of Joan of Arc, but rather on 
a journey inside her mind. He at- 
tempts not only to tell what happened 
but also why it happened. I suppose 
that if you have preconceived notions 
of whether or not Joan of Arc had true 
visions or why she did what she did, 
this movie may seem a little too bi- 
ased for you, but I truly enjoyed the 
fact that Besson created a film that 
showed his particular viewpoint. It 
gave the film an edge that took it 
beyond most other cookie-cutterfilms 
that Hollywood spits out these days. 
It came across to be more than just a 
visually explosive, money grabber, 
but also of a commentary of this indi- 
vidual from history. 

So, to anyone who was consider- 
ing seeing this movie, I highly recom- 
mend it, as long as you realize that it 
is two and a half hours long. So, bring 
whatever you need to get comfortable 
and enjoy this truly remarkable film. 



L.U Students Meet Margaret Atwood

The trip to see Margaret 
Atwood ' s Good Bones performed by 
Clare Coulter in Toronto was planned 
with very short notice, but it turned 
out to be an amazing trip. The per- 
formance of Good Bones was directed 
by Urjo Kareda at the Tarragon Thea- 
tre. The nip was advertised to Shan- 
non Hengen's Honours Seminar on 
Margaret Atwood and to the English 
Arts Club members. There were sev- 
enteen of us who managed to attend 
the f)erformance. 

Margaret Atwood, for those 
unfamiliar with her literature, is a 
Canadian author and poet. She lives 
in Toronto and is known around the 
worid for her novels such as Surfac- 
ing and Alias Grace and poetry such 
as The Journals of .Susanna Moodie . 
She celebrated her sixtieth birthday 
about two weeks ago. 

The trip was a one-day trip on 
Sunday, November 28th. We arrived 
in Toronto at noon to eat lunch at 
Mayday Malone's near the theatre. 
Margaret Atwood arrived to meet us 
just in time for cake, tea, and conver- 
sation. Most of the smdents were 
speechless once the author entered 
the room, despite the fact that we had 
many things that we wanted to say to 
her. Since most of the students on the 
trip are in the Margaret Atwood semi- 
nar, most of us are big fans of Atwood. 
Finally, we loosened up enough to 
talk to her, and one student managed 
to give Margaret Atwood a chuckle 
without even trying. Margaret 
Atwood came to the lunch with an- 
other woman, an agent from Los 



Angeles. This student somehow 
managed to get the two women mixed 
up! We all finally realized that she 
didn't know which one Margaret 
Atwood was when she started ask- 
ing the agent all kinds of questions 
about herself. She felt pretty silly 
afterwards but at least she made the 
trip memorable. After many pic- 
tures and many more book signings 
we headed over to the Tarragon thea- 
tre to see the performance. 

The presentation contained 
pieces from Margaret Atwood's 
Murder in the Dark and Good Bones . 
The students in the Margaret Atwood 
Seminar are studying Good Bones at 
the same time as the trip. Good 
Bones is a collection of twenty-seven 
pieces about today's society and to- 
day's women. Some of the pieces 
are serious and some are funny. In 
the New Canadian Library afterward 
of Good Bones. Rosemary Sullivan 
says that in Good Bones "Atwood 
m ight be said to have reinvented [the 
traditional old wives' tale] as the 
wise woman's tale." 

Clare Coulter did an excel- 
lent job of interpreting Margaret 
Atwood's writing. Only some pieces 
from each book were included in 
Clare Coulter's presentation. From 
Good Bones , in which Atwood uses 
Shakespeare and Grimm 's fairy tales, 
Clare Coulter tried to include more 
of the pieces that criticized society 
today (such as 'There Was Once" 
and "The Female Body") and less 
that needed literary or well read back- 
grounds (such as "Gertrude Talks 
Back" and "The Little Red Hen Tells 
All"). 



One of my personal favorites, 
"Making A Man", was performed at 
the theatre. "Making a Man" has to 
be read to be fully appreciated. It has 
five main sections and it starts off like 
a traditional homemaking show or 
magazine article: "This month we'll 
take a break from crocheted string 
bikinis... to give our readers some 
tips on how to create, in their very 
own kitchens... an item that is both 
practical and decorative." The item is 
a man and the five sections are the 
five different ways of making a man. 
The first way is the "Traditional 
Method" (from dust), the second is 
the "Gingerbread method", the third 
is the "Clothes Method" ("clothes 
may make the man, but women... 
make the clothes"), and so on. 

The set was very interesting. 
It incorporated paintings of the bush 
in northern Canada in the style of the 
Group of Seven. The lighting was the 
most amazing effect. The lighting 
was used to create a blue water effect, 
to bring attention to and away from 
the speaker, and to affect the mood. 
After the performance, Clare 
Coulter joined the students of Lau- 
rentian University for questions. She 
talked about her interpretation of 
Atwood's work, her past experiences 
with Murder in the Dark and Good 
Bones , and the importance of the dra- 
matic effects (lights and set) to the 
performance.

Mcrcredi soir, la Laurentienne 
aetel'hotcd'une conference publiquc 
intitul6e : « La regions des Grands 
Lacs : Futur site du patrimoine 
mondial? » Cet expose a mis eft 
lumiere la campagne menee 
actuellement sous r6gide d'un groupe 
de professeurs de I'Universitd et de 
rinstitut nord-ontarien de recherche 
et dc dcveloppement (INORD) ainsi 
que des citoyens de la region qui 
souhaitent que la rdgion des Grands 
Lacs au Canada soit designc site du 
patrimoine mondial. Leprojetpourrait 
avoir de nombreuses retombees 
favorables sur la region, notamment 
d'ordrecconomique.enencourageant 
I'cco-tourisme et en creant des 
emplois. 

Depuis 1 972, 506 sites ont ete 
dcsignds sites du patrimoine mondial 
par I'UNESCO, une division de 
rOrganisation des Nations Unies 
(ONU). Le but de ces designations 
c'cst dc rcperer, de proteger, dc 
preserver ct de mettre en Evidence les 



sites culturels et naturels ayant une 
valeur hors pair pour I'humanitE, 
comme par exemples, les py ramides 
d'Egypte, le Vieux Quebec et le site 
archEologique Head-Smashed-In- 
Buffalo-Jump au sud de Calgary.

Certains lieux de la 
region sont dej^ proteges en tant 
qu'attractions touristiques, mais 
beaucoup sont virtuellement 
inconnus du public. Onarep6r6 12 
endroits suivant des rives Nord : Fort 
Williams, au Thunder Bay, 
Cummins, pres de Thunder Bay, le 
pare Pukaskwa, les pictogrammes 
d'Agawa, les rapides du Sault, Fort 



St-Joseph, pres de Sault-Sainte- 
Marie, le delta de Mississage, 
Seguiandah sur 1 'ile Manitoulin, Bay

Killamey, la Rividre-des-Fran9ais et 
le portage La Vase, k North Bay.

Etes-vous un des etudiants 
chanceux qui a sa propre voiture? 
Trou vez- vous que le prix d'essence 
est exorbitant? Bien, ce n'est pas 
qu'enOntarioque cette realiteexiste. 

Selon un site Internet, 
maintenu par Rene Goyette, le 
directeur Internet du magasin CD- 
Rom Depot, le prix d'essence sur 
rile de Montreal seul s'ecKelonne 
entre 67,9 et 73,9 cents le litre. 

Le site web a et6 lance par 
Goyette il y a deux semaines afin 
d'offrir aux gens I'opportunite d'y 
inscrire le prix d'essence de stations 
services partout dans la province. 
Ceci leuraideraitd savoir oii se trouve 
I 'essence le moins chere dans les 
differents regions. Dans les premiers 
cinq jours, 50000 personnes ont visite 
le site. 

En plus de poster les prix, le 
site a aussi demande aux navigueurs 
de voter dans un sondage afin de 
choisir une compagnie p6troliere 
comme cible d'un boycott de deux 
semaines. Et la gagnante : Petro- 
Canada, avec «rappui» de 60 pour 
cent des 5 000 personnes ayant vote. 
Le boycott de deux semaines termine, 
il y aura un autre sondage efun autre 
cible pendant deux autres semaines. 

«Le but du site, dit Goyette, 
c'est de foumir aux gens un endroit 
oii ils peuvent manifester et se 
proteger. » II affirme ne pas savoir 
pourquoi Ton aurait choisi Petro- 
Canada comme cible, mais dit avoir 
note que Petro-Canada semble 



toujours etre la premiere compagnie 
k monter les prix. II dit que les 
stations independantes offrent 
toujours les prix les moins eieves. 

Goyette a dit que sa 
compagnie, qui vend des CD-Roms, 
a defraye le coQt de la creation du 
site, et que cinq employes ont travailie 
pendant deux semaines pour le 
finaliser. II affirme que, lorsqu'il a 
parie de I'idee a ses amis, ils ont dit 
que 9a ne marcherait pas faute de 
personnes ayant acces a Internet. Mais

Human Rights Day at Laurentian 

What is Amnesty International? We are a worldwide voluntary activist movement that 
works impartially to prevent violations of people 's fundamental civil and political rights. Friday, 
December 1 0th is International Human Rights Day. The Amnesty International group here at 
Laurentian would like to provide you with an opportunity to get involved in defending human 
rights on this very important day. Recently our group has adopted a prisoner of conscience in the 
Union of Myanmar, who we are working to liberate from unjust imprisonment. 

Ko Aye Aung, a second year physics student at Dagon University was arrested on 
September 18, 1998 for peacefully demonstrating against the poor quality of education and the 
human rights of Myanmar. he was one of over 300 students arrested for participating in small 
protests from June to September 1 998. He now faces 24 years in prison for simply expressing his 
opinion as part of a peaceful assembly, a right that is guaranteed to all people by the Universal 
Declaration of Human Rights. 

As students concerned about the fundamental rights of people around the world we are 
asking that you take a moment to react to this unacceptable situation. All it takes to have a voice 
in this issue is a single signature on the letter we have included in this issue of Lambda. Your letter 
to the head of the Myanmar government to request the immediate and unconditional release of 
Ko Aye Aung from prison may make the difference, you can simply sign it and mail it off. If you 
don't think that your letter will make a difference, the following quote is from a union leader kept 
naked in an underground cell in the Domincan Republic: 

"When the first 200 letters came, the guards gave me my clothes. Then the next 200 came 
and the prison officers came to see me. When the next pile of letters arrived, the director got in 
touch with his superior. The letters kept coming - 3000 of them - and the President called the 
prison and told them to let me go. " 

If you would like to know about the case of Ko Aye Aung, or to get more involved in 
defending human rights you can do so this week. In celebration of International Human Rights 
Day, members of the L.U. Amnesty group will be in the Student Centre on Wednesday, 
December 8. We will be there from 10am to 2pm to raise awareness about human rights abuses, 
give you information on our activities, and provide you with a chance to make a difference.

The Wilfrid Laurier Golden 
hawks visited the Olympic Gold Pool 
last weekend as the Vees hosted their 
last meet of '99. The Hawks tried 
taking to the air, but their short flight 
ended in the Voyageur's turbine en- 
gines. Over the two day competition 
the Male Aqua Vees embarrased 
Laurier 254-52, and the Women 
dominated 189-81. 

The men knew it was going to 
be messy right out of the gate, after 
their A, B, and C relay teams man- 
aged to break Laurier's A team in the 
4 X 200 meter Freestyle Relay. The 
Lady Vees also won their 4 x 200 
F.R. handily. The remainder of the 
relay competition proved to be a show 
of dominance for the Vees, who were 
more than a match for what Laurier 
had to offer. 

The Vees showed their 
strength in every event over the week- 
end winning as only a close-knit team 
could. As always, in the end the 
coaches Doc Tihanyi and Phil Parker 
had to name the swimmers of the 
meet. This week the Aqua Vees pro- 
duced two more Laurentian Athletes 
of the Week with veterans Julia 
Haywood and Jon Howard. 

Haywood, a three year vet- 
eran of the Vees led the women to 
victory with an impressive five first 
place finishes in the 50 & 100 meter 
Freestyles, and the 50, 100, & 200 
meter Backstrokes, adding a close 
second place finish in the 200m Free. 
Julia saw her chance toqualify for the 
CIAU Championships, and made no 
mistake in the 50m Free, her time of 
28.02 was a personal best and guar- 
anteed her a berth at the champion- 
ships, making her the seventh 



Voyageur to join the ever-increasing 
CIAU team. 

An ancient veteran of five 
years, Jon Howard was the high scorer 
for the men, placing first in the 50m 
Butterfly, the 1 00 & 200m Freestyles, 
and taking second place in the 50 & 
400m Freestyles. Howard, who had 
already made CIAU's in the 400m 
Free a week earlier, added a second 
qualifying swim in the 50m Fly with 
his time of 26.36. 

The Voyageurs took first place 
in almost every event, with every 
swimmer contributing to the massive 
point totals. It was a field day for the 
veterans, with Gilbert Duplessis win- 
ning the 200m Individual Medley, 
400 & 1 500m Freestyles, and com- 
ing second in the 200m Free, Dave 
Vacchino taking first in the 50m Back 
& 400m I.M., and second in the 200m 
Back, adding two thirds in the 200m 
I.M. & 400m Free, Fai Yong winning 
the 100m Fly & 50m Free, with a 
second place finish in the 50m Fly 
and a third in the 200m Fly. Captain 
Dave Clarke was golden in the 1 00 & 
200m Backstrokes, and finished sec- 
ond in the too & 1500m Freestyles, 
Collin Forsberg won the 200m Fly, 
took second in the 400m I.M., and 
two thirds in the 100m Fly & 200m 
Free. Womens Team Captain Megan 
Cumming won the 800m Free, and 
added three seconds in the 400m Free, 
100m fly, and the 400m I.M. 

Rookie golden girl Christie 
Smith came away with five top fin- 
ishes herself, winning the 200& 400m 
l.M.'s, the 50 & 200m Butterflys, 
and the 400m Free. The top male 
rookie was again James Corker, win- 
ning the 200m Breast, placing sec- 
ond in the 1 00m Breast & 200m I.M., 



and third in the 50m Breast. 

Other Vees with top three fin- 
ishes included veterans Brent 
McLeod, second in the 50 & 200m 
Breaststrokes, third in the 100m
